The synod of 
Svuth Caroliaa and Alabama, to whom 
this proposition was submitted, referred 
the subject to the action of the synod of 
Georgia, the latter synod expressing itself 
in favor of the removal 

At the meeting of the synod of Geor- 
gia in Tallahassee, in 1869, it was deter- 
mined that the college should be re- 
moved, u certain conditions, con- 
tained in the following resolutien : 

Resolved, That this is the opinion of 
this synod that Oglethorpe college 
should be removed to Atlante, Ga., pro- 
vided the council of said city reaflirm 
the donation of ten acres of land here- 
tofore tendered, and that the citizens of 
said city will raise forty thousand dollars 
to be given to the college, the. selection 
of the site of the building to be left to 
the board of trustees. 

If there were any other condition to 
the removal a or implied, your 
committee find no evidence of them. 
The money thus to be furnished by At- 
lanta and its citizens was intended to be 
used in the erection of suitable buildings. 
It will be observed that the ten acres of 
pronnt given by Atlanta-were sold and 

& part of the forty thousand dol- 
lars which were to be given in addition to 
nana e location, far less valua- 

was offered. 


At a meeting of the board of -trustees, 
afterwards held in Macon, a committee 
from Atlanta ted tiat they had for- 
ty thousand dol subscribed, and of. 
fered asite one and three-quarter miles 
from the car shed, which was accepted by 
the board. 

But the board upcn examination, find- 
ing that the loeatioa was totally unsuited 
for the porpeses intended, being entirely 
too far from the city to-teceive any local 
patronage, abandoned the site and 
bought the Neal house for temporary 
purposes, and which is now 
the subject of controvecsy. 
It then a red that many of the sub- 
scribers claimed that their subscriptions 
were conditioned upon the location of 
the college at this particular place, and 
they and others failed to pay their sub- 
scriptions, so that instead of Atlanta 
having given to the college $40,000 and 
ten acres of ground, the city gave the 
ten acres of ground which were sold for 
$12,000, and the citizens gave some six 
or eight thousand dollars without any 
site for the buildings. This money, 
moreover, was collected in small sums, 
and at long intervals of time, so that the 
board of trustees had to pay $2,000 in 
interest before the money was realized 
to pay for the Neal honse. This failure 
of the city of Atlanta-to pay the sum 
promised as a condition precedent to the 
removal, no matter from what cause, 
was the first check tothe success of the 
enterprise. Without a building and a 
site which Atlanta was to furnish, suc- 
cess was impossible. ; 

The next ruinous step was ‘he use of 
the permanent invested fund of the col- 
lege to pay current expenses. From 
these two causes, and perhaps others, the 
church lost heart, and refused to con- 
tribute toa fund which was thus being 
used, and a failure was inevitable, 

The college having failed, from causes 
thus enumerated, the city of Atlanta now 
Claims thet the twelve thousand dollars 
given by her in her corporate capacity, 
arising from the sale of the ten acres of 
ground, shall be returned to her. If she 
can substantiate this claim, the citizens 
of Atlanta who sulscribed to the fund 
and paid, have an equal equity, and we 
may expect it to be asserted, and we do 
not see why others who subscribed to the 
permanent fund which has been used up 
in Atlanta, may not ejually claim their 
share of the wreck, and there will be no 
end to the claims. 

The synod, as your committee be- 
lieves, is totally averse to an assertion of 
her claims in a court of law, and is 
equally averse in beisg®@alled into such 
a forum to defend them, and we trust 
that the matter can be amicably set- 
tled,

The Number of Awards Paid—More | 
Claims than there were Seizurers

Wasutnetox, Nov. 16.—According 
to an official report prepared last Febru- 
ary at the rte gat  payrneonnn 
amount con ingo,the é#reasury aris— 
ing from Gotoh aed other .capsured and 
abandoned propert.. c!uding returns 
of amounts expenc “ ‘or the purchase 
of products under tac act of February, 
1864, and the profits to the government 
arising from the purchase and resale of 
such product, wa: $24,251,270, to which 
was added the premium of coin proceeds 
of the cotton captured at Savannah, 
Charleston and Mobile, amounting to 
$2,566,768, showing that the total 
amount paid from these sources was 
$26,818,088. Deducting the awards to 
claimants, the amount remaining in the 
treasury at that time was $14,410,329. 
Since then other awards have beén paid, 
leaving 10,414,000 now on hand. There 
were about 800 claimants. Awards have 
been made in 422 cases, a number have 
been dismissed and 280 are pending. 
There are other claims aggregating $13,- 
500,000 on account of the alleged seizure 
of 130,000 bales of cotton, whereas the 
treasury has knowledge of 50,000 bales 
having been so seized after June 30, 
1865. Another class of ciaimants have 
preferred claims for millions more, ag- 
gregating about-four times the amount 
remaining in the treasury on account of 
the captures illegally Should the 
awards be made in excess of the present 
avaible amount, an appropriation 
from the treasury wik become neces- 
sary. 

Mr. Creswell, on the commissioners of 
the Freedman’s bank, says it will re- 
quire $600,000 to enable the commis- 
sioners to declare a dividend of 20 per 
per cent., and as yet they have collected 
but $70,000. With careful husbandry 
of the resources, Mr. Creswell esti- 
mates that the bank will eventually pay 
40 per cent.
